WHERE BRICKLAYERS ARE 
OFFERED £18 A WEEK. 


A further indication of the anomalous posi- 
tion in regard to hovse-building, in respect 
of the shortage of skilled men available, in 
spite of the large number of es Aib 18 
given in a report by the Director o Housing 
of Edinburgh, Mr. Horshurgh Campbell, The 
city has on hand at present schemes for the 
erection of 1,774 houses, representing its 
immediate housing programme. To carry 
through-this work within a reasonable period 
a staff of 250 bricklayers, or masons and 
bricklayers combined, is required. Apart 
from the Corporation schemes, there are 
housing contracts NECN | in Edinburgh 
(including the erection of fully 200 houses of 
the villa class), requiring approximately 600 
masons and bricklayers. The total number 
of stone-masons in the city is 460, and of 
bricklayers 180—a total of 640. Of this num- 
ber, only 25 men are engaged in the wor of 
house-building for the Corporation. It is 
apparent, the Director of Housing obse~ ves 
how deficient is the skilled man-power avail- 
able for the city’s ay, needs. A ten- 
fold increase is required. In pre-war times 
there were in the city 920 masons and brick- 
layers, so that the present figure shows a 
reduction of 280. ‘ 

During recent months 82 Edinburgh masons 
and bricklayers have left that city for 
America, where the wages offered by public 


_advertisement represent £18 per week for a 


bricklayer. 

The first. régrettable result of this insuffi- 
ciency is the practice of excess payments above 
the standard rate of wages to the.men em- 
ployed by certain of the employers. in order 
to retain the men they have, and, if possible, 
to induce further men into their service from 
other works and employers. 

Side by side with this great shortage of 


| skilled artisans is the fact that there are in 


Edinburgh about 12,500 men registered as un- 
employed, the cumulative cost of which to 
the citizens of Edinburgh is about 500,090 
per annum, producing no economic return to 


the citizens. 


After dealing with. the possibility of using 
concrete for house-building, the Director of 
Housing observes:—‘‘I am satisfied that the 
system holds the possibilities required to 
relieve the emergency with which the Com- 


| mittee are now confronted—that is, a hold- 
i up of housing work; or,

housing needs to subserve the cause of the 
unemployed, and so absorb hundreds of men 
in the city now workless. 

The City Council has decided to utilise con- 
crete in house-building on a large scale, as 
it. will relieve the unemployment pressure, and 
also provide houses more quickly. The deci- 
sion has been reached after close investiga- 
tion of the use of concrete for houses in other 
cities. 


TO PROMOTE HOUSE BUILDING. 


The Liverpool Corporation, with a view to 
promoting the building of houses by private 
enterprise, are prepared to grant to the builder 
a maximum lump subsidy of £75 in respect 
of each house built. 

According to a report issued -by the Hous- 
ing Committee, one of the conditions is that 
the house must be either a two-storied one, 
with a minimum of 620 and a maximum of 
950 superficial feet, or a structurally separate 
and self-contained flat, or a one-storied house 
with a minimum of and maximum 
of 880 superficial feet. The house must be 
provided with a fixed bath, and must be 
ready for occupation before October 1, 1925. 
The Corporation are ready to negotiate loans 
to builders of houses. No advance will be

£1,000,000 DOCK SCHEME. 


A £1,000,000 scheme for the extension of 
Bristol Corporation docks at Avonmouth 
has been adopted. It wag stated that there 
were increasing demands for berths for ships, 
and this project would double the number. 
The scheme would provide work for the unem- 
ployed generally, and Government financial 
assistance would be receivable. About one 
thousand men would be employed on the site 
for four years, and Bristol workers would he 
preferred, but the scheme would also give 
work to men from elsewhere. 


CONCRETE CHURCH. 


A concrete church has been built for the 
Convent of. the Good Shepherd, Ashford, 
Middlesex, on the site of a wood-and-ison 
church, completely destrcyed by fire last 
year. The building has been erected with 
rock-face concrete blocks with external piers 
at roof truss centres, The plinth and piers 
were built with plain concrete blocks ren- 
dered with cement and finished with a mix- 
ture of washed sand, stone dust, and cement, 
so proportioned to give an imitation of stone 
piers, which reduces the monotony of the 
rotk-face walls. Grey concrete ridge tiles 
were used, with asbestos tiling.

LARGEST CONCRETE BRIDGE 
SPAN. 


Another record in concrete has been 
established in the new bridge which spans 
the Thames at Reading. e main 
crosses the river in a single span of 180tt. 
with a rise of 18ft. above normal water level. 
The total length is nearly 600ft., making the 
structure one of the largest ferro-concrete 
bridges built in Great Britain, while the river 
arch is actually the longest span so far con- 
structed with that material in Great Britain. 
fhe width is 40ft. between the p , and 
includes a cagriage-way 27ft. wide and two 
footpaths each 6ft. 6in. in width. The general 
design is simple and dignified, the only 
features in the way of ornamental work being 
the treatment of the parapets and abutment 
piers. The bridge is designed to cerry. the 
Ministry of Transport rolling loads, a total of 
295 tons, and a dead superload of 1121b per 
square foot on the footpaths, these being con- 
sidered more than ample for present and 
future traffic requirements.

These difficulties have now been entirely 
obviated by a new modification of the “ Tur- 
bine” steam jet furnace, the Irish agent 
for which is Mr. W. W. Peet, East Mount, 
Dalkey. The ordinary standard ‘‘ Turbine ’’ 
furnace, which will burn almost any ordinary 
fuel, and very easily, for example, anthracite 
in fair sized particles, or bituminous coals 
such as from County mmon, consists 
essentially of 4 or 5 longitudinal heavy cast 
iron trough firebars, placed side by rite in 
each boiler furnace tube according to the 
width, and equipped with forced blast «team 
iets, which can be controlled as required. 

laced transversely in these troughs is a 
large number of smal! cast iron “' sles ts” 
or firebars which slip into the troughs, :nter- 
locking one behind the other, 42 of these 
elements forming a composite bar for a 6ft. 
Oin. te. The whole grate surface is there- 
fore formed of these elements, each of which 
has a narrow jin. air slit between it and the 
net adjoining element, that is the grate con- 
siate of several hundred of these small slit 
air spaces. The design is such that the air 
blast, mixed with steam, pesses into the fire, 
on the blacksmith’s hearth principle, at an 
angle of 45 degrees, something on the lines 
of a “ De Laval” steam turbine, and also—

longitudinally and pig" " 
steam jet furnaces, due to defective design, 
there is almost always much more air pressure 
at the back of the furnace than the front, 
| and also at the sides as compared with the 
middle. ‘ 

If now this standard “'turnbine " furnace 
is used in an attempt to burn the moat diffi- 
cult fuels, such aa anthracite or coke breeze 
dust, the result is only partly succes@ful, in 
spite of the highly efficient air distribution, 
althou h much better than any other method, 
and the burning of these fuels has hitherto 
been an nnsolved problem. 

The solution consists’ essentially in sub- 
dividing the jin. air slits in the “ turbine” 
furnace into eight or nine very small holes 
or slots, by the design of a new “ element ” 
or small fire bar. In other words, the air 
supply is so sub-divided, by about 2,000 tiny 
slota, that the material is not blown off the 
bars, and the air pressure can be put up to 
the maximam of 1” W.G. or slightly over, re- 
presenting as much as 85lbs, steam pressure 
on the nozzles, and in this way the standard 
‘*Lancashire’’ boiler can be made to evapo- 
tate nearly 5,000lbs. of water per hour with 
only the very poorest quality of fine 
anthracite dust, which is now purely a waste 
product, equal to the burning of 20-30lbs. per 
square foot grate area per hour. 

Ar! ona @ of th-s »-hievement can be 
best illustrated by the fact that the average 
30’ x & standard “ Lancashire ’’ boiler, under 
ordinary conditions burning high-grade coal, 
is not in practice evaporating more than 
about 6,590Ibs. of water per hour, in spite of 
the rating being much higher, and conse- 
quently, with this modification of the “ Tur- 
hine”’ furnace, there is no difficulty at all in 
burning Irish coals, which, of course, only 
contain a proportion of fine material.

SPECIAL INTERVIEW 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 

From Ovr SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

‘There is nothing in the desolate state of 
Europe that affords evidence of a general 
desire to overcome national egoism and the 
allurements of Imperialism. On the day 
when a way ‘through is found to a perception 
of true solidarity, a change will come over 
tue face of the League of Nations.” 

li was Herr Stresemann, Germany's 
dictator-general, who was speaking to me, 
aud I had known I was on dangerous ground 
in asking him to talk, among other things, 
about the League of Nations. 

Ilitherto he had voluble German, pausing 
at intervals to puff at a cigar—for cigars 
ave cheap here, and every German seems to 
tave money to burn. Also, they must be 
soothing to the nerves of one compelled “to 
live amidst the tarnished glories of a palace, 
which onee housed Bismarck. I confess it 
gave me shivers to stand on a patched and 
larned carpet, and gaze through windows on 
a varden littered with fallen leaves, wherein 
u-cbtrusive, but ever-present among the 
trees, one caught a sight, now and again, 
of Stresemann’s watchfal bodyguard—the 
‘ green ” police. 

To come back to the interview. As soon 
as I mentioned the League of Nations the 
whole man changed. is eyes flashed, his 
voice. raised echoes, and he _ declaimed 
violently against the “‘injustices’’ which 
Germany has suffered at the League’s hands. 
Of this, more presently. . 

I began by asking the Chancellor his views 
on the present sitnation in Germany, parti- 
cularly in its relation to general European 
problems. 

“The genjeral situation,” he replied, “is 
still characterised by a feeling of great in- 
security. Months ago before I became Chan- 
cellor I pointed out to English members of 
Parliament that the internatioma] position 
must be cleared up if the ship of State in 
Germany was not to go to pieces between 
the stormy waves of Communism and Right 
Radicalism.

and is striving by every means in its power 
io master the financial and political difficulties 
at home. But it can only succeed if it enters 
npon a period of tranquillity as regards 
foreign politics.’ 

‘“You are satisfied with the Reichstag vote 
last Saturday ”?”” I queried. 

Herr Stresemann smiled. “I am very satis- 
fed,” he replied “It gave me a bigger 
majority than I expected, and has led a 
defeat of German national obstruction, which, 
I hope. will not be without lasting effect.” 

I quoted a phrase from a recent newspaper 
article. “You do not look upon it,” I said, 
‘as the twilight of the Reichstag?’ 

‘Certainly not.” replied Herr Stresemann, 
sharply. “On the contrary, the nation is 
glad that the Reichstag parties eventually 
decided, after long negotiations, to make 
over part of their rights to the Government, 
so that the latter should be in a position to 
act.” 

- “Bo not forget that the great historical 
significance of the German Reichs lies in 
the fact that it represents the one symbolical 
union of the German race. It is the great 
cleavage between. parties that. makes the Go- 
9 position so difficult’as rega 
eicnstlac. 

“The opposing views of public opinion no 
longer have parallel frontiers with those of 
party oppositions, but drive straight through 
them, and so at times render party votes 
and party decisions exceedingly uncertain. 
Action that depends upon Parliamentary 
majorities is paralysed as a result.’’ 

“Germany’s restoration, in’ my opinion,” 
said Herr Stresemann, in reply to my next 
question, “is a European problem, which must 
have the greatest interest for Englarid. After 
the Russian catastrophe, the collapes of Ger- 
many would have the gravest economic, i 
aud moral consequences. . The old cultured 

classes, once the mainstay of German idealism, 
are sinking and starving in our midst; class 
differences are becoming embittered to such 
a point that many people think civil war can 
hardly be avoided. 

“The misery and impotence of our situa- 
ticn are aggravating raciel differences, and 
the breakdown of German unity is threatened. 

“The standard of living our people is 
sinking to such a low level that our pur- 

chasing power is only a fraction of what it 
once was. Without going into details, I feel 
that these evidences of 4 breakdown consti 
tute, if not a world pein. at least a 
European problem, whic may have such im- 
portant reactions u England that it must 
clearly be a matter of the deepest concern to 
English public opinion, and must influence

PAPYRUS’S CHANCES. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CozrRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday.

TOTAL COST ESTIMATED AT 
£8,000,000,

The Committee which was appointed some 
months ago to recommend. a scheme for. the 
completion of land purchase in Northern Ire- 
land issued its report yesterday. ' 

The Committee, the report states, adopted 
the report of the sub-committee of the Irish 
Convention, made on the 23rd January, 1918, 
as the basis of deliberations. This report 
recommended that the tenant should pay a 
percentage of his existing rent (fixed by 
counties), and that the landiord should receive 
payment in 5 per cent. British Guaranteed 
Stock, redeemable by periodical drawings, 
with 4 per cent. sinking fund, and a rate ¢f 
bonus at al inversely with the number of 


years’ porchase. 
THE SINKING FUND. 


The rate of interest on Government borrow- 
ing having fallen considerably, the Committee 
thinks that the State should pay the same 
amount in cash bonus as it would have paid 
under the Convention terms. It considers 
that, on the whoie, the best plan is to keep 
the sinking fand at 5s. per cent. The cffect 


tenants’ annuity about 664 years, and to re- 
duce the landlords’ income by about 8s. yer 
cent. 

The Committee recommends payment in 4} 
per cent. Stock, redeemable by periodical 
drawings, with a sinking fund of 5s. per cent., 
the percentage’ of rent payable by the pur- 
chaser as annuity and the bonus per £100 
rental remaining unchanged. 

Details are ae indicating that there are 
between 28, and 2, holdings in 
Northern Ireland, and if these figures are 
correct the purchase value of the rental under 
the scheme might be estimated at not: more 
than £5,500,00U and the bonus at £650,000. 
The Northern Government and the Land Com- 
mission are inclined to put these figures some- 
what higher. 

A LIBERAL ‘ESTIMATE. 

At the average price per acre in Northern 
Ireland undet the Acts 1903-1909, ccnverted 
to a four-and-a-half per cent. basis, the pur- 
chase money for one. million acres 
would be about £7,250,000, and, making 
the most liberal allowance “for any 
possible under-estimate in these «figures; 
.the Committee do not see how the total issue 
could reach a higher figure than £8.000,000. 

The stock would be issued gradually over 
a term of years from 1924 onwards. 

As for the method of finance to be adopted, 
the choice seems to lie between 5 per cent. 
War Loan and the creation of a new 4} per 
cent. stock. 

In regard to untenanted land, the Committee 
recommend that the Convention’s proposals be 
adhered to, the compulsory powers of the 
Land Commission to be retained, with modifica- 
tions. The payment, however, should be made 
in stock, as in the case of tenanted land. 

In the absence of objection from the land- 
lord or tenant, non-judicial rents should he 
taken as second term judicial rents, and in 
the event of either y objecting the Land 
Commission should a fair rent, subject to 
appeal to the Judicial Commissioner. 

MINERAL RIGHTS. 

The Committee recommends that the Land 
Commission should be empowered to acquire 
compulsorily any bog the property of the 
vendor, resort to which is necessary to the 
tenant purchaser of an adjacent holding. 

It is also recommended that, in addition to 
‘the mineral rights reserved to the vendor 
under the 1903 Act, all mineral righta (ex- 
cept stone, gravel, sand or clay) should re- 
main the vendor's property, if it is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Land Commission to 
possess a substantial value. . 

Shooting rights should pass to the tenanta 
or the Land Commission, unless otherwise 
agreed, and fishing rights should be reserved 
to the landlord upon his application, if not 
applied for to be retained by the Land Com- 
mission when considered of national im- 
pemaren 28 recommended by the Convention 
ub-Committee.

No information was available as to the 
nature of the discussion on naval defence 
this morning, but one announcement of con- 
siderable importance was made. it was to the 
effect that the Board of Admiralty, with the 
approval of the Government, is preparing to 
send a powerful squadron of ships of war on 
an Empire tour. 

The squadron will consist of Britain's two 
most powerful battleships, the Hood and the 
Repulse, and a number oí light cruisers and 
smaller craft. It-is hoped’ that the squadron 
will be able to leave Plymouth or Portsmouth 
on some date in November. It will proceed 
down the West Coast of Africa, and call at 
Capetown. From there it will go up along 
the East African coast, calling at, or off, 
reg ports. Thence to Singapore and Aus- 
ralia. 

From Australia the squadron, after visitin 
New Zealand, will voyage across the Pacific 
Ocean, probably calling at Fiji or Samoa, and 
staying at Victoria, British Columbia. 

This Navy in miniature will croas from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic Ocean by the Panama 
Canal. - Voyaging northwards, it will visit 
Canadian porte, from whence it will proceed 
home. 

The voyage is estimated to occupy ten 
months. When it is in Australian waters the 
British Squadron wi!! join the Australian 
Navy in maneuvres and exercises. This is 
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undertaken. since President Roosevelt sent 
the American Fleet round the world.

NEW PHASE IN THE 
RUHR. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF

The ‘Times, in a leading article, observes :'— 
The Ruhr problem has assumed a new form, 
and it is by no means certain that the latest 
phase may not prove even more embarrassing 
and perplexing than the long period of 
troubled indecision, which has lasted from 
the beginning of this year. Europe has 
moved very far in 1923 from the formal pre- 
suppositions of the Treaty of Versailles. 
The German Government have abandoned 
passive resistance, and France may claim 
that she has achieved a fresh victory by her 
occupation of the Ruhr; buat the real nature 
of this victory has still to be analysed; its 
fruits have still to be gathered in. It is 
‘quite unwarrantable to assume that the steps 
taken by the German Government are in the 
nature of a new obstruction and a new pre- 
tert for refusing to pay reparations. he 
present German Government and the majority 
of the German ple bitterly realise now 
that they lost de: war, and are under an 
obligation. to pay reparations. They would, 
no doubt, gladly pay at once a considerable 
sum: in reparations, if, thereby, they could 
be saved from the ruin that threatens them. 

It is perfectly clear, however, not = to 
the German people, but to every unprejudiced 
observer, that Germany ig unable to pay 
reparations until she has carried through the 
drastic financial reform that her Government 
has now undertaken. . The Allies will be 
fortunate if from the present tumult Germany 
emerges in such a state that the regular w 
ment of a fixed sum in reparations will be 
possible. The more urgent problem is what is 
to happen in the Ruhr. Who is to 
finance the Ruhr industry now that German 
subjects of all categories have been set free 
to. work under a régime of provisional foreign 
occupation? A very heavy responsibility is 
thrust upon the French Government, which 
so far hag carefully abstained from indicating 
any plan or admitting any 6 agg for 
the region which it has occupied.

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RENEWED NAVAL: ATTACK 


WHY THE ARMY WAS 
crys 
LORD KITCHENER’S 
TELEGRAM 
—— 


In the last extracts which published 
Second Valume of Mr. Cherchill's War hen 
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HAT had happened at the Dardanelles? 
The Army arrived. From the 
earliest moment permitted to them the 
Admiralty had carried all the troops to the point 
of concentration with punctuality. Sir Ian 
Hamilton had reached the Dardanelles on the 
eve of the naval attack on the Narrows, and 
had witnessed from the bridge of the Phaeton 
its closing scenes. The impression of the 
sinking of the battleships, the spectacle of the 
crippled Inflexible hi and slowly steaming 
out of the Straits, the destroyers crowded 
with the rescued crews, was strong in his 
mind. These a eer peng aroused in a nature 
chivalrous to a fault an intense desire to come 
to the aid and rescue of the sister Service, 
In was in this mood that he addressed him- 
self to.gthe problem with which he was 
immediately confronted. ' 


The Choice 
of Evils. 


Sir Ian Hamilton has recorded his plight in 
FRS sentences :— 

‘ I must wait for the 29th Division. By 
ths time they come I can get things straight 
for a smashing simultaneous blow, and I am 
resolved that, so far as in me lies, the orders 
and preparations will then be so thoroughly 
worked out—so carefully rehearsed—as to 
give every chance to my men. 

“If the 29th Division were here. ... 
Could I hope for the 29th Division within a 
week. . . . had my staff and self been here 
ten days ago.... Then, the moment the 
Fleet cried off, we might have had a dash in, 
right away, [with what we have here.”’ 

In the choice of evils which now alone was 
open to Sir Ian Hamilton, his staff pronounced 
that, whatever were the risks of delay, they 
were less than those of a precipitate and un- 
organised assault. The General therefore 
determined to transfer his base and his Army 
from Lemnos to A dria, leaving only 
sufficient troops at the Dardanelles for minor 
enterprises, and to organise from Egypt any 
large military operation which the Navy might - 
require. 

ir Ian Hamilton’s intimation that a chaoga 
of base and consequent. delay were inevitab 
did not affect the Admiral’s intention to 
renew the naval attack. On the contrary, by 
revealing how long an interval must intervene 
before a general military attack, it might 
well have been expected to strengthen his 
resolve.. His answer to Sir Ian Hamilton on 
the evewing of the 20th shows that this was 
apparently the case. 


Admiral’s Change 
of Mind. 


Vice-Admiral de Robeck to Sir lan Hamilton, 

“As a military measure I concur with your 
preeees to make Egypt the headquarters, 

ut submit political result of withdrawal of 
troops from Mudros at the moment requires 
the gravest consideration. If Governments of 
Palkan States take it to mean failure or 
al:andonment of attack on the Dardanelles, 
result might be far-reaching. To prevent 
wiong interpretation being placed on the 
movements of the troops, I suggest their de- 
perture be delayed until our attack is renewed 
tn a few days’ time. Meantirge, feint of 
landing on a large scale on several points of 
the coast of Gallipoli might tend to draw off 
field-guns from the general action when they 
ans likely to seriously hamper our sweeping 
operations.” 

Such was his state of mind on the 21st. 

But now occurred the sudden and extra- 
ordinary change, the repercussion of which 
we have witnessed at the Admiralty. On the 
22nd a conference was held on board the 
Queen Elizabeth. There were present Admiral 
de Robeck, Admiral Wem Sir Ian 
Hamilton, General Birdwood, General Braith- 
waite, and Captain Pollen. Sir Ian Hamilton 
has recorded of this conference :— 

‘The moment we sat own de Robeck told 
us he was now quite clear he could not get 
through without the help of all my troops. 

“Before ever we went aboard Braithwaite, 
Birdwood, and I had agreed that, whatever 
we landsmen might think, we mne leave the 
seamen to settle their own job, saying nothing 
for o- against land operations or amphibious 
operations until the sailors themselves turned 
to us and said they had abandoned the idea 
of forcing the passage by naval operations 
alone. 

‘They have done so. . ++ 

‘So there was no discussion. At once we 
turned our faces to the land scheme.”’ 


A Fer-Reaching 
Decision. 


It is clear that Admiral de Robeck came 
to his decision during the afternoon or night 
of the 2ist. It was a far-reaching decision. 
It put aside altogether the Se i of the 
Government and of the Admiralty, with 
which, up to this, the Admiral had declared 
himself in full accord, The plans which had 
emanated from the Fleet, on which both 
Admiral and Admiralty had been agreed, 
were cast to the winds. 

It withdrew the Fleet from the struggle, 
and laid the responsibilities of the Navy upon 
the Army. It committed the Army in the 
most unfavourable conditions to an enterprise 
of extreme hazard and of first magnitude, 
It was a decision entirely contrary to thu 
whole spirit, and indeed to the explicit te 
of the latest messages Admiral de Robeck had 
received from the Admiralty after the newt 
of the action of March 18 It was ontsid« 
the scope of the orders with which, on accept- 
ing the command, the Admiral had stated 
he was in full agreement. 

It is true that the Admiralty teleg 
No .109, of March 15, had said: “ You mal 
concert any military operations on a large 
scale which you ‘consider necessary with 
General Hamilton when he arrives.”” - But 
this was not intended to cover, nor did it 
from its context cover, the total abandonment 
of the naval attack and the substitution of a 
purely military effort.

AN APPEAL POINT. 


Judgment was given by Chief Commissioner 
J. Creed Meredith, Mr. Commissioner Crowley 
and Mr. Commissioner St. L. Devitt in the 
case of Launders v. Power. 

In this case Johanna Launders brought an 
application for compensation under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1906, against 
Maurice 8. Power in the District Court of 
Limerick, and an award was made of a 
weekly sum of £1, to continue during partial 
incapacity of the applicant or until reviewed 
in accordance with the Act and the rules of 
the Court. The respondent broaght an appeal 
to the Circuit Court for the district of 
Limerick. There Johanna Launders sub- 
mitted that no appeal lay to the Circuit Court 
in a workmen's compensation case, and a case 
was stated for the Supreme Court to decide 
this point. 

Mr. Commissioner Devitt, in delivering 
judgment, expressed the view that, consider- 
ing the Constitution itself, its deliberate policy 
was to give the appeal in law and fact to the 
Cireuit Court, The appeal was rightly taken 
to the Circuit Court and should have been dis- 
posed of there. Ma -ice 8. Power, the re- 
spondent, was entitled to his costs of this case 
stated. Commissioner made it clear that 
no question was raised before them now as to 
whether there was power to state a case in 
this matter. They had heard and decided the 
case without considering this point, which 
might be raised before it, and as to which 
the Court expressed no opinion whatever.

When Lord Kitchener undertook to storm 
the Gallipoli peninsula with the Army, he 
was under the impression that a week would 
suffice to prepare and begin the operation 
and that meanwhile Admiral de Robeck would 


+continue a steady naval pressure upon the 


Turks which might reveal at any moment the 
weakness of their marine defences. 

He was astonished at the date of the 
military attack having to be put off so late 
as April 14, and he sent there and then from 
the Cabinet room the following telegram to 
Sic Ian Hamilton :— 

** March 23. 

“I am informed you.consider the 14th 
April as about date for commencing military 
operations if Tleet have not forced the Dar- 
danelles by then. I think you had better 
know at once that I consider any such post- 
ponement as far too long, and should like to 
know how soon you will act on shore.”’ 

The General’s reply was unanswerable. 

Sir lan Hamilton to Lord Kitchener. 

“I have not yet named any date, as I con- 
sidered that this mainly depended on the 
arrival of the 29th Division (see aragraph 2 
of your formal instructions to od ee 

aragraph 2 ran as follows :— 

“2. Before any serious undertaking is 
carried out in the Gallipoli Peninsula, all the 
British forces detail for the expedition 
should be assembled, so that their full weight 
can be thrown in.” 


Negattve Forces 
at Work. 


There was no more to be said. When Lord 
Kitchener had reversed the decision of 
February 16 to send the 20th Division, when 
he had countermanded and consequently dis- 
persed its transports, when he i 
rately left the issue in 
10, when he had allowed the division to be 
embarked otherwise than in order for battle, 
he had tied his own hands inextricably. He 
ha.i no choice now but to wait for weeks in 
the face of ever-accumulating dangers and 
difficulties, or to abandon the enterprise. 
This latter solution, however, he at no time 
entertained. On the contrary, he braced 
himself resolutely for the effort, and events 
continued to drift steadily forward. 

Admiral de Robeck did not in the event 

ursue even the limited operations of which 


e had spoken in his telegram of the 25th. | 


His energies and those of his staff soon be- 
came absorbed in the preparation of the com- 
prehensive and complicated plans necessary 
for the landing of the Army. The Queen 
Elizabeth never fired a gun, and all ships re- 
mained inactive against the enemy for 
another month. From this slough I was not 
able to lift the operations. All the negative 
forces began to band themselves together. 


The “No” 
Principle, 


Henceforward the defences of the Dar- 
danelles were to be reinforced by an insur- 
mountable mental barrier. A wall of crystal, 
utterly immovable, began to tower up in the 
Narrows, and against this wall of inhibition 
no weapon anal te employed. The “No” 
principle had become established in men’s 
minds, and nothing could ever eradicate it. 
Never again could I marshal the Admiralty 
War Group and the War Council in favour 
of resolute action. Never again could I 
move the First Sea Lord. “No” had 
settled down for ever on our councils, crush- 
ing with its deadening weight what I shall 
eve’ believe was the hope of the world. 

Vain was it for Admiral de Robeck a 
month later, inspired by the ardent Keyes, 
te offer to renew the naval attack. His hour 
had passed. I could never lift the ' No” 
that descended, and soon I was myself 
to succumb. Still vainer was it for Admiral 
Wemyss, when he succeeded de Robeck, to 
submit the Keyes plans and his own resolute 
convictions to the new Board of Admiralty. 
Vain was it for Keyes in October to resign 
his appointment as Chief of the Staff and 
hasten personally to London to plead with 
Lord Kitchener and my successor for per- 
mission to attack. “No” had won with 
general assent and measureless ruin.
